This 
time, it’s а 14-page spectacular called 
“Junkyard ов.” Holmes pencilled, ink- 
ed and colored the cover based on the 
story. This is one tale that will keep you 
guessing! 

We have a special treat for all you 
followers of the classics. Basil Wolver- 
ton is acknowledged as one of the greatest 
artists of the weird who ever sat at a draw- 
ing board. His “‘little lines" technique, his 
extraordinary characters and his strange 
stories have earned him a well-deserved 
following among artists and readers. We're 
reprinting his classic “Robot Woman" 
from the early 1950s, newly colored by 
us to reveal his painstaking linework and 


bizarre figures. You'll rave over this one! 

Finally, Jaxon returns with the third 
installment of “Bulto... The Cosmic Slug,” 
in which the Spaniards and the followers 
of the cosmic deity begin to clash over the 
one thing they have in common—silver. 

Mike Newhall colored all these stories 
in a marathon session, maintaining his usual 
high professional standards under the 
ominous weight of a brutal deadline. After 
he completed the last story, he came in with 
a strange look in his eye, his hair dishevel- 
ed, barely coherent. He mumbled 
something about meditating in the swamp 
awhile and shambled out the door. Take 
it easy there, Mike...

Vell, Patrick, what DOES make a horror 
story? “God’s Bosom”, in our opinion, is one 
of the most intense horror stories we've ever 
read. The story is closely based on fact, it is 
a fiction, and that's a major part of what 
_ makes it truly horrifying. Horror is supposed 

to evoke strong feelings of dread and terror; 
_ а horror story takes those elements and adds 

the guilty pleasure of fascination. From a 

distance, we want to see what happens to the 
_ characters, AND we want to be left with a 
_ sense of wonder about a world foreign to us. 


In a horror story, part of that sense of wonder 
entails “thrills” and a certain queasiness about 
how those “thrills” are depicted. "God's 
Bosom" examines the clash of two cultures. 
under an unsparing microscope. The 
representatives of one culture undergo a 
violent and HORRIBLE transformation—the 
veneer of civilization is stripped from them, 
and then they are harassed until they die, The 
one survivor goes and remains that 
way to the end of his days. This is real hor- 
ror, rendered artistically and uncompromis- 
ingly by Jaxon. The fascination is there, and 
so is the dread. As for Rand Holmes piece, 
we grant you that it isn't horror and it isn't 
science fiction. It’s a fantasy that uses some 
of the elements of horror in a humorous 
fashion. We ran it because it was out of the 
ordinary—it is not the same old common 
generic horror comic stuff ground out like 
sausage—and it was rendered exquisitely. 


HOPES FOR BETTER 


‘The best piece in issue three is “Bulto,” 
which seems to be a more mystical work- 
ing of the story presented in Jaxon’s own 
book. 

“Mind Siege” leaves a great deal for 

the reader to decide at the end of the story, 
but does not have enough created material 
in front to leave the reader feeling satisfied. 
It read rather like part of a movie, mainly 
the middle and possibly the end, without 
providing the beginning of the story, and 
a base to work from. 

“Dead Man's Chest” also left too much 
out. The one assumed to be causing the 
havoc is not provided enough personality 
to allow the rader the pleasure of caring 
for him or what is happening. I don't care 
that Jonah lost his chest and am not pro- 
vided information to let me see a reason 
for his killing anyone that gets hold of his 
possessions. No curse is cast, no past history 
of the character is provided to make me 
care or understand his motivation. Reaching 
for gold after death seems too far-fetched 
for me. 

Well, the printing is good overall, so 
let's hope for better entertainment in the 
future issues.
